would be attended with grave risks to the 
inhabitants zenorally. 
Mr Fung Wa Chon 
differvitt from Canton. s 
whereas we have regular drains. If wo 
should find the water impure, we conid 
easily pest up a uetice inthe vicinity of 
these wells warning people tht tha water 
is vet pure and only to be nsed for cleans. 
ing purposes. As regards the consumption 
of soven anlions per load, as stated by the 
Direétor of Public Works, we ust not 
forget that this is the Tom) Festival, and 
that Jarge nawhers of Chinese have yone 
into the country, otherwise mere water 
would have been reqnired. T am strongly 
in favour of re-vpening the wells. 
Lieut-Col. Hughes—There is no doubt 
in my mind that there is a great scarcity of 
water, and everywhere I go T can seo large 
numbers of Chinese going with buckets to 
drawsupplies from street tanks. These wells 
have apparently been closed since 1895 or 
1896, for reasnas wo do notknow, but I 
do not think that should stop us from re- 
opening theta now. I certainty think some 
of these wells should be re-upened and the 
water analysed ; if found to be impure, the 
welt could be refilled in—not as Mr Pung 
Wa Chun has rec'mmended to post up a 
notice.

Failing that, 
the Government might make more adequate
